Judge and Mrs. Learning Are Home. 


Washington, 
March 
28.—As Presi­ 
dent Wilson and his cabinet met to­ 
day the members reflected the view 
that the submarine situation is grave, 
but indicated that no decided action 
would be taken by the American gov­ 
ernment until it was shown conclu­ 
sively that the steamers Sussex and 
Englishmen were sunk by a subma­ 
rine. 
Secretary Lansing announced after 
the meeting that the United States 
would make immediate 
inquiries 
of 
Germany as to whether any subma­ 
rine torpedoed the Sussex. 
The deci­ 
sion to make inquiries was reached by 
the president and his advisers at to­ 
day’s meeting. 
The president and members were 
furnished with all of the reports con­ 
cerning the disaster which had reached 
the state department. Members of the 
cabinet said that the evidence in pos­ 
session of the United States was not 
sufficiently conclusive to warrant de­ 
cisive action at this time.

Cabinet members 
agreed that the decision would depend 
much on Germany’s

inquiry. 
Should Germany 
deny that one of aer submarines sunk 
the Sussex, the American government 
would reach its conclusions from the 
evidence now being collected by the 
diplomatic 
agents 
abroad. 
Cabinet 
members said the decision to make 
inquiries of Germany was in line with 
the policy of collecting all the infor­ 
mation before a decision was reached. 
Should Germany admit the attack, but 
claim that the submarine commander 
exceeded his orders, officials believe 
that would be regarded as evidence 
that it was impracticable for subma­ 
rine commanders to attem pt to dis­ 
tinguish between unarmed and alined 
vessels. 
The possibility of the attack 
on the Sussex leading to a general 
clearing up of the submarine question 
was discussed at m e meeting.

Every 
mile that the Mexican 
bandit 
ad­ 
vances into the interior 'fncreases the 
difficulty of maintaining the already 
attenuated line of Anteri pan commun­ 
ication.

Motor trucks have b e e n rushed to 
the army base at Colujn bus, N. M., 
to help in keeping up till' movement 
of supplies to field headquarters at a 
point near Casas Grandest 
An effort 
is being made to continue the line 
of transport in full operatic'n over the 
sandy trail south from Columbus until 
such time as the defacto government 
gives permission for the use of the 
railroads. 
There is much pessimism! in army 
circles over the prospect of capturing 
Villa, and it is felt that unless he is 
cornered within, a w*eek he will have 
outrun his pursuers, and months may 
elapse before the outlaw* and his band 
can be fe rre te d out from th eir hiding 
place in the mountains. 
Dispatches from the advance flying 
columns, pressing Villa closelj , make 
no mention of having come ;in con­ 
tact with any of the bandit’s n.\en.

chase of the motor fire truck and of 
payment on it of $3,500; purchase of 
a street flusher at a 
cost 
of $900; 
expenditure of $1,100 for 
fire hose; 
payment of $1,000 on old judgments, 
and the revising and binding of city 
ordinances at a cost of $400. All this 
Judge Kennedy 
informed 
the audi­ 
ence, was in addition to regular cur­ 
rent expenses. 
In conclusion, Judge Kennedy said 
that the democratic candidates stood

Mr. Ludemann during his remarks 
stated that the present street clean­ 
ing system cost the city about $6,000 
a year and that Barney Bertman re- 
ceied $217 a month 
under 
his con­ 
tract for sweeping and cleaning the 
streets, in addition to w*hich he col­ 
lected from the business 
mbn, and 
that even with this cost the streets 
were not nearly in as good condition 
as when the street flusher was used 
both in residence and business dis­ 
tricts. This, he added, applied only to 
the downtown section.

Sentiment against 
the application 


of the income tax to smaller incomes 
is said to have crystalized in W ash­ 
ington. It seems to be the policy of 
congress to 
increase 
the 
revenue 
from the income tax, as a means of 
financing the preparedness program, 
but to make the added burden fall up­ 
on the larger incomes by increasing 
the rate of taxation rather 
than by j 
lowering the exemptions. 
Under existing conditions it w'ould | 
seem that there should be ait exten- i 
sion of the tax 
in 
both directions. I 
Exemptions in this country could be I 
lowered quite materially and still be 
much higher than those of most Eu­ 
ropean countries, even 
before 
the 
outbreak of the war. An income of 
$2,000 a year in the United States is 
now' the lowest income exempt from 
the tax. In England, before the wTar, 
the minimum 
income 
exempt 
was 
5800 a year. The Prussian lax starts 
with incomes of $225 
a 
year; the 
Austrian at $250; 
the 
Bavarian at 
$150 and the Saxon at $150. 
Theoretically, our tax should start 
with incomes of 
$700 
and 
$800 a 
year, with further exemptions for a 
wife and every minor child—that is, 
*vet*y income that is above mere de­ 
cent subsistence should 
contribute. 
This was true even before the need 
of increased revenue to meet the pre­

OBTAINING EGGS IN WINTER 


One Must Have Comfortable House 
for Layers— Furnish Supply of 
Clean Drinking Water. 


“To secure eggs in winter one must 
first have a comfortable house for the 
layers,” writes a Pittville (Mo.) poul­ 
try raiser to the Missouri Ruralist. 
“ The house must be free from damp­ 
ness and drafts. 
Then there must be 
an abundance of clean drinking water 
kept free from freezing. 
“For the morning feed w'e give 
small grain, wheat or kafir, or mixed 
grains, one pint for every ten hens, 
scattered in straw or any clean litter. 
“ For the midday meal, clover or 
alfalfa hay chopped in short lengths 
is given. 
To prepare this hay I use 
a large wooden bucket with a lid and 
pour boiling w ater or skim milk over 
it. 
I cover it close until ready to feed 
and then mix in enough dry mash to 
make a crumbly mass. 
I mix w'ell to­ 
gether and feed in a wooden trough. 
In the evening we feed corn on the 
cob cut up in short lengths.

“The prince was assassinated on the 
first of February in his 
palace 
of 
Zindjirli by his ordnance officer, B as­ 
san Bey.” 
“Long before the w ar,” this author­ 
ity avers, “when Enver Bey succeeded 
in having a crown council instituted 
for him, Prince Yussof was condemned 
to die. 
Since the w ar began lie had 
been more than ever elim inated from 
all influence. 
“ When the sultan fell ill during the 
sum m er of 1915, the eventuality of the 
accession of the prince occupied tile 
com m ittee of union and progress. His 
hostility to the w ar had been uncon­ 
cealed: 
his 
accession to the throne 
meant the opposition of the m onarch 
to the projects of the governm ent and 
m enaced its existence. 
“One 
evening 
in 
Septem ber 
the j 
principal leaders of the com m ittee of 
union and progress were secretly as­ 
sembled in the house of the Sheikh of 
ITI Islam, Hairi Effendi. 
Enver Bey, 
Talaat Pacha, Bedri Bey, the Prefect j 
of Police, H ussein Djahid, vice presi- j 
dent of the chamber, and Behaeddine J 
Chakir, 
private 
physician 
of 
the 
prince, were present. 
Hussein Djahid 
called attention to the difficulty of 
T urkey’s 
situation 
at the time, de­ 
prived of all m eans of renewing its 
supplies of am m unition 
and 
conse­ 
quently anxious as to the development 
of the Dardanelles campaign. In those 
circum stances he pointed out the pres­ 
ence on the throne of a prince known 
to have been opposed to 
the 
w ar 
m ight be useful in obtaining a favor­ 
able peace from the allies. 
Others 
present expressed the sam e view. 
It 
raised a lively opposition, voiced by 
Enver Pacha. 
To leave the way to 
the throne of Yussef might result in 
giving the committee a m aster, he a r­ 
gued. 
The second heir, Prince W ahid 
Eddin, he observed, nourished no bet­ 
ter sentim ents toward the committee, 
but it was impossible to suppress ev­ 
eryone in the palace and the death 
of Yussof Izzedin m ust certainly prove 
a salutary lesson.

Thereupon came the 
Bulgarian accord w ith Turkey and in­ 
tervention at the side of the allied 
empires, followed by the evacuation 
of the Gallipoli peninsula by the en­ 
tente allies. The time was considered 
propitious and on the first of Febru­ 
ary the prince was assassinated in his 
palace of Zindjirli-Coyou by his ord­ 
nance officer, B assan Bey. 
“It was officially 
announced 
that 
the cause of the prince’s death, sui­ 
cide by the opening of im portant veins 
in his left arm, would be certified by- 
T urkish and foreign doctors. 
“W hen 
the 
certificates 
appeared 
there were no names of foreign doc­ 
tors signed and those of Turkish na­ 
tionality were all affiliated with the 
government, with Enver Bey or with 
the committee of Union and progress. 
“ Prince W ahid Eddin, the new- heir 
to the throne m ust by this time know 
what is current information in Con­ 
stantinople now; that Yussof was as­ 
sassinated, and that he was assassinat­ 
ed by order. 
The day of his condem­ 
nation is known as well as the house 
where the verdict was rendered and 
the names of those who were pres­ 
ent.”

The danger is impend­ 
ing. the academicians

working in competition.

London, March 28.—Viscount Bryce, 
former ambassador 
at 
Washington, 
has written an article on “The Atti­ 
tude of Great Britain in the Present 
War,” in which he says: 
“We in Britain who 
respect 
and 
value the opinion of the free neutral 
peoples of Europe and America can 
not but desire that 
those 
peoples 
should be duly informed of the way in 
which we regard the circumstances 
and possible results of the present 
conflict.*’ 
Lord Bryce says 
there 
are 
five 
principles bn which 
the 
aims 
and 
ideals of Britain in the present crisis 
are essentially different from those of 
Germany, namely, as to individual lib­ 
erty; as to nationality, which sympa­ 
thizes 
with 
the efforts of a people 
against foreign dominion; as to the 
maintenance of treaty obligations; as 
to the regulation of the methods of 
warfare in the interests of humanity; 
and as to a pacific as opposed to a 
military type of civilization. 
He com­ 
pares the British and German atti­ 
tude on each of these principles. Con­ 
tinuing, he says: 
“Our English ideal for the future 
is of a world in which every people 
shall have within its own borders a 
free national government resting on, 
and conforming to, the general will of 
its citizens, a government able to de­ 
vote its efforts to improving the con­ 
dition of the people without encroach­ 
ing on its neighbors, or being disturb­ 
ed by the fear of an attack from ene­ 
mies abroad. 
Legislators and admin­ 
istrators have already tasks sufficient­ 
ly difficult in reconciling the claims of 
different classes, in adjusting the in­ 
terests of capital and labor, in pro­ 
moting health and 
diffusing 
educa­ 
tion and enlightenment, without the 
addition of those tasks and dangers 
which arise from the terror of foreign 
war. 
“I cannot believe that the German 
people, 
as 
I 
have hitherto known 
them, ever since I studied at a Ger­ 
man university more than fifty years 
ago, could possibly approve of the ac­ 
tion of their government if their gov­ 
ernment suffered them to know the 
facts relating to the origin and con­ 
duct of the war as those facts are 
known to the rest of the world. 
We 
have had no hatred of the German 
people. We did not grudge them their 
prosperity. Neither have we any wish 
to break up Germany, destroying her 
national unity, or to interfere in any 
way with her internal politics. 
Our 
quarrel is with the German govern­ 
ment. We think it a danger to every 
peaceful country and believe that in 
fighting against its doctrines, its am­ 
bitions, 
its 
methods of warfare, we 
and our allies are virtually fighting 
the battle of all peace-loving neutral 
nations as well as our own. 
“We must fight on till victory is 
w’on, for a government which scorns 
treaties and wages an inhuman war­ 
fare 
against 
innocent 
non-combat- 
tams cannot be suffered to prevail by 
such methods. A triumphant and ag­ 
gressive Germany, mistress 
of 
the 
seas as well as of the land, would 
be a menace to every nation, even to 
those of the western hemisphere. 
Lord Bryce concludes with a plea 
for a league of peace. “The obstacles 
in the way of creating such a league 
are many and obvious,” he says, “but 
whatever else may come out of the 
war, we in England hope that one re­ 
sult of it will be the creation of some 
machinery calculated to avert the re­ 
currence of so awful a calamity as 
that from which mankind is now suf­ 
fering.”

Havana, M arch 2S.— W ith the hold- 


j ing of both the Conservative and Lib- 


j eral party conventions, the naming 


of principal candidates for the presi­ 


dential election in Cuba is completed, 


as follows: 


Conservatives— President, M ario G. 
Menocal 
for 
re-election: 
General 
Em ilio Nunez, secretary 
of 
agricul­ 
ture, for vice president. 
Liberals— Dr. Alfredo Zayas, former 
vice president under the Gomez ad­ 
m inistration of 1909-13, for president: 
Dr. Carlos Mendieta, a member of the 
house of representatives, 
for 
vice 
president. 
The nomination of Zayas and Men- 
dieta is bailed by practically all fac­ 
tions of the liberal party as ending 
the long-continued feud between the 
supports of Zayas and the Miguel- 
istas, who are the followers of the 
former president, Jose Miguel Gomez. 
This feud grew out of the apparently 
implacable 
hostility 
of 
President 
Gomez to the presidential aspirations 
of his former colleague in the admin­ 


istration. 
From the beginning of the feud in 
the early days of his administration, 
General Gomez has declared that noth­ 
ing could reconcile him the support 
of Zayas until, finding himself out­ 
generaled by the political dexterity 
of the latter and all hope of his own 
nomination vanished, he gave his ad­ 
hesion to the verdict of the conven­ 
tion. 
T>mt he gave it grudgingly, and 
that there is some doubt whether he 
w ill give his 
enthusiastic 
personal 
support to the ticket, is evidenced by 
the fact that he refused to attend the 
convention and, after the adjournment 
when the triumphant Zayistas gather­ 
ed in front of his palace on the Prado 
demanding that he address them, he 
declined to do so and delegated the 
vice presidential candidate speak in 
his behalf. 
That his followers, how­ 
ever, led by his own 
former 
right 
hand, Speaker Ferrara, and other in­ 
fluential leaders, w ill loyally support 
Zayas there is said to be no doubt. 
The only elements of the liberal 
party now outside the breastworks 
are the factions led by former Gov­ 
ernor Ashert and Eusebio Hernandez, 
who are declared to be unlikely to 
prove of much importance. 
The As- 
bertistas, who are somewhat numer­ 
ous in H avana Province w ith a sm all­ 
er following in Matanzas, 
and 
the 
Hernandistas are regarded as a ne­ 
gligible quantity. 
There is also a 
possibility that both m ay become rec­ 
onciled to the 
regular 
ticket. 
The 
liberal leaders, in any event declare 
the prospects of the success of their 


ticket sire bright. 
W ith President Menocal in control 
of all the m achinery of the govern­ 
ment, having the support of the arm>, 
and himself popular with a good re­ 
cord of administration, he w ill not 
be easily defeated. There is, however, 
in the conservative party and element 
which is opposed on principle to re­ 
election, and what the strength of 
this element may be can only be de­ 
veloped during the course of the cam­ 
paign. 
On the other hand, the voting 
strength of the liberals is unques­ 
tionably great and w ill he increased 
bv the support of many Cubans, w ho, 
without any distinct political affilia­ 
tions, or hostility to the adm inistra­ 
tion, are disposed to 
welcome 
a 


change. 
W hat the liberals profess to rear 
is that they w ill be denied a fair 
count and that the party in power 
w ill adopt the tactics of ballot box 
stuffing. 
They also say that, since 
the incorporation of the 
old 
rural 
guard in the regular arm y there is 
grave danger of m ilitary terrorism at 
the polls. 
Hence there 
is renewed 
discussion of the advisability of ask­ 
ing the United States government to 
appoint a commission to supervise 


the registration and voting as tho on 
Iv means of assuring a perfectly fair 
election and obviating the peril of 
revolution that might result from any 
suspicion of unfairness. 
It is unlike­ 
ly, however, that this step w ill bo 
resorted to for some time, at least 
until party passions should become 
dangerously aroused. 
The 
political 
campaign w ill probably not reach an 
acute stage until the period between 
the close of the sugar grinding season 
in Ju lv and the election, which takes 
place on November I. Of serious polit-

Tokio, March 28.— Baron Ishii, min­ 
ister for foreign affairs, told the house 
of peers on February 13 that Japan is 
negotiating with Great 
Britain 
con­ 
cerning the anti-Japanese agitation in 
British colonies. 
The foreign office, 
however, denies the report persistently 
circulated in Tokio that fresh negotia­ 
tions are going on between Japan and 
England for the revision of the Anglo- 
Japanese alliance. The idea put forth, 
as the basis of the report, is that J a ­ 
pan seeks from Great Britain some 
definite recognition of Jap an ’s superior 
position in China. 
The alliance with England, as a re­ 
sult of which Japan 
declared 
war 
against Germany, continues a favorite 
topic of discussion. 
A good many dis­ 
paraging remarks have 
been 
made 
about it by Japanese, who feel that 
Great Britain is asking and receiving 
too much under its terms and that it 
lias ceased to be an instrument use­ 
ful to the Japanese nation. 
Baron Ishii referred to these criti­ 
cisms in his remarks before the peers. 
Ile deprecated them, he said, as be­ 
ing exceedingly 
regrettable 
because 
they do harm to the friendly senti­ 
ments between the two nations. 
He 
regret I«<1 also that British residents 
in China occasionally gave voice to 
unfriendly 
utterances 
about Japan. 
But he pointed out that these criti­ 
cisms should not be interpreted as the 
opinion of the nation as a whole. 
A t 
a 
recent 
dinner of the Japan 
Trade association, 
Ichiro 
Tokutomi, 
the editor of the Kokumin, declared 
that there prevails an opinion among 
a section of statesmen and politicians 
that the Anglo-Japane.se alliance has 
become superannuated and should be 
reframed to meet the changed situa­ 
tion of Jap an— the growth, exaltation 
of her position and influence in far 
eastern affairs. 
He 
considered 
it 
most probable, he said, that the time 
w ill come before long when this opin­ 
ion w ill be seriously taken 
up 
and 
embodied in the form of negotiations 
for the revision of the existing treaty. 
He insisted that this view was shared 
by several members of the cabinet 
and privy council. 
The present negotiations with Eng­ 
land to which reference was made by 
Baron Ishii are believed 
to 
include 
the status and treatment of Japanese 
emigrants 
particularly 
in Australia, 
but 
refer 
particularly to an alleged 
boycott of Japanese goods. 
The case of those 
Japanese 
who 
are demanding a revision of the alli­ 
ance with Great Britain is summarized 
by the Nichi Nichi. 
It declares that 
in Canada, Australia and other British 
colonies Japanese are refused treat­ 
ment on an equal footing; that the 
British residents in China, official and 
otherwise, 
are 
bent on curbing Ja ­ 
pan’s interests in that country; that 
Jap an ’s position in China is of vital 
importance to Japan, but that its pre­ 
dominance is not recognized, and that 
moreover, in case of misunderstand­ 
ings with the United States over Chi­ 
nese questions the British government 
is known to be bent on avoiding the 
resposibility of rendering assistance 
to this country. 
The newspaper further alleges that 
Britain is restricting Japan’s free ac­ 
tion in India. 
Under these circum­ 
stances the journal deems it natural 
that there should be a feeling of dis­ 
satisfaction concerning the alliance as 
it now exists. 
The 
paper 
further 
points out that Great Britain on ac 
count of the war is not in a position 
at present to protect her interests in 
the Pacific and has to depend solely 
on Japan in that respect^ 
In other 
words, Japan is now the only nation 
able to protect the interests of Great 
Britain and other nations 
in 
China, 
and the paper thinks that this posi­ 
tion of Japan deserves to be fully rec- 
ogized by Great Britain by formally 
allowing Japan to have her position in 
the far east clearly defined. 
As for the provisions in the alliance 
concerning the peace of India the pa­ 
per points out that they were made 
when there was a fear of Russian ad­ 
vance to the south. 
Those provisions 
were made against a Russian menace 
hut the present relations with Great 
Britain and Russia 
are 
practically 
those of an alliance and the paper 
finds no reason or necessity for hav- 
ig the provisions in the alliance con 
cerning India. 
Moreover, the paper 
thinks that the warding of those stip­ 
ulations is rather ambiguous and calls 
tor a m ore/exploit arrangement con­
